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Annual  Meeting. 


Pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  the  seventeenth 
auiuial  meeting  of  the  Historical  and  Scientific  Society  of 
Manitoba  was  held  in  the  City  Council  Chamber,  Winnipeg, 
a  till'  16th  day  of  February,  when  the  same  was  adjourned 
until  the  21st  inst. 

In  view  of  tiie  many  troublesome  (juestions  which  have 
i' ill  a  source  of  public  discussion  during  the  past  year  in 
>lunit()l>a,  questions  indeed  which  are  of  the  utmost 
iinpuitance  from  an  Historical  point  of  view,  and  also  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  many  members  of  the  Society  liave  been 
active  participants  in  the  discussion  of  these  questions,  much 
of  the  time  and  energy  which  our  members  would  have  given 
to  the  Society's  original  work  has  been  diverted  into  other 
vjiirce.s.  Doubtless  for  this  reason,  we  have  again  to  lament 
ihe  apparent  lack  of  original  work  within  the  Society. 

The  only  paper  read  before  the  Society  is  the  one  to 
which  we  have  listened  this  evening,  viz.:  "The  Lake  of 
:lie  Woods,  its  History,  Geology,  Mining  and  Manufacturing," 
k  Rev.  Dr.  Br^'ce,  which  was  supplemented  by  remarks  on 
Ithe  rocks  and  minerals  of  that  district  by  Prof.  Laird,  who 
submitted  numerous  characteristic  specimens.  It  is 
understood,  however,  that  during  the  past  .summer  Dr. 
Bryce  spent  some  time  in  London,  and  while  there  he  made 
|voluininous  extracts  from  the  records,  in  the  Hudson's  Bay 
ompany's  House,  relating  to  the  early  history  of  our  North- 
jwestern  country.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  an  early  date, 
[the  Society  will  benefit  by  these  investigations. 

As  the  Society  inci'eases  in  age,  death  lays  his  heavy  hand 
t'n  the  earlier  members,  it  is  with  much  regret  that  at  this> 
tiur  annual  meeting,  we  have  to  deplore  the  loss,  during  the 
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pnst  year,  of  two  of  our  oldest  members,  Sir  John  Scliultz, 
K.C.M.G.,  and  Donald  Codd,  Es((.,  one  of  the  incorporators  i,t' 
the  Society,  Ijrother  of  the  esteemed  ConNener  of  our  Finance 
(committee.

SIR  JOHN  SCHULTZ. 

Sir  John  became  a  member  of  this  Society  iiiuny 
years  ago.  and  at  once  evinced  much  interest  in  its  proiriv'-s 
and  general  w^dfare.  The  Society  is  endebted  to  him  tdp 
many  interesting  and  valuable  historical  papers,  notably, "  A 
Forgotten  Fortress,  "  "  The  Ohl  Crow  Wing  Trail,"  "  Scm,. 
Very  Old  Inhabitants,"  "  The  King's  Highway. " 

In  giving  a  brief  sketch  of  his  life,  we  may  state  tliiit  Sir 
John   was  born   in  Andierstburg,  County  of  Essex,  Ontario, 
in  1(S41,  and  in  his  youth  was  clever,  ambitious  and  pioinis.Mi 
a  powerful    physique,    capable   of    much    endurance    whiih 
certainly  was  fulfilled  at  his  manhood  and   throui;h(»ut  tin.' 
greater  part  of  his  life.     He  was  of  a  courageous  and  veiituiv- 
some  disposition.     After  some  experience  uf  a  sailor's  lift.',  he 
ventured  to  see  the  threat  North-west,  this  was  in  ISHO.    He 
at  about  this  time,  was  studying  medicine  during  his  leisunl 
hours.     He  was  instrumental    in   building    the    fir».t    hou^o 
in  Winnipeg,  and  entered  into  the  fur  trade,  drug  business,  and 
other  enterprises.      In  1860  he   returned   to  Ontario,  and  iiil 
1862  graduated  as  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Queen's  UniversityJ 
Kingston,  Ontario.      He  then  returned  to  Fort  Carry,  hnviu,'! 
great    faith    in    its    future     as     well     as    in    that   of   tliel 
Northwest  in  general.     In  those  days   he  had  a   larj^e  aiiij 
extensive  patronage  as  a  physician.       In   18G7  he  inanitJ 
Miss    Agnes    Farquai-hson,    youngest    daughter    of    Jainesj 
Farquarhson,  Esq.,  of  British  Guinea,  a  most  devoted  wm 
durijig   his   life,   and  during  his  long   illness   his    cunstanl 
companion   and   faithful   nurse.      We    all    sympathize  witnl 
Lady    Schultz   in    her    bereavement.     In    1809   at    the  timj 
of  the   Rebellion    in   the   Red    River   Settlement,    he   «ii( 
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proiiiiiient  in  iiphnluin!,'  British  riglits  und  tlu;  British   flag 

i;'aiiist  tho  relx'l   loatk'rs  ;  for  this  ho  was  jthiced    in  pi'ison, 

iiit  escaped  at   tho  risk  o^  his   life  ami   travelkMl  on  font  to 

till' scat  of  the  Dominion  (Jovernnient  to  report  the  hiwleasness 

aivl  Diithreak  aj^ainst  the  Queen.       In  LS70  lie   resumed  his 

r.-iik'nce    here — Winnipeg  —  and    in    the    year    ]<S7-,   was 

ivtiimed  as  Dominion  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  County 

f  Li^'far.  In  18S3  he  was  chosen  as  a  Senator  for  the  Dominion 

Huuse,  and  in    LSSS  was  appointed    Lieutenant-Governor  of 

dif  Province  of  Manitoba,  and  continued  in  otHce  until   1SD5. 

Ill  1.S"J4  he  received  the  <listinguished  honor  of   Knighthood 

iiMiii    Her    Majesty.      Diu-ing     his    life    in     Manitol^a,    Sir 

■lulm  was   always   to    the    front   not   only    in  p Cities,    l)ut 

ill    organizing      many      important     enterprises,      notably  :

Kiilway     Company  ;    The    (ireat    North-West     Telegraph 

I'liiipiiny  and  other   industries.      As   a  statesman  he  had  few 

[iiMMlual.     Sociall}',  he  was  of  a  warm,  kind-hearted,  generous 

:'  'osition,  and  charitable  to  the  poor  and  needy  ;    there  are 

Luaiiy  in  this   province   who   will  mi.ss   his  warm   heart  and 

vnevolence.      During  the  last  few  years   his  health  became 

-xtiemely   poor,  and   it  was  only  his  indomitable  pluck  that 

|tiii\l)lo(l  him  to  carry  out  his  important  duties.      The  .severe 

pviutcr  in   Manitoba  was   too  harsh   for  his  weak  lungs,  and 

ill.  visited  the  Southern   States  in  hopes  of  relief,  Ijut   it  was 

U'jt  to  be  so.     Ho  died  at  Monterey,  Mexico,  Api'il  I2th.  1890, 

III  lie  mourned  by  a  loving  wife,  and   all   friends   who  really 

Iknew  him. 


DONALD  ("DDD. 


Donald  Codd  was  the  eighth  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Charles 

IWwanl    Codd,     rector    of    the      Parish     of    Letheringsett 

M  Bly   next   the   sea,     Norfolk,    England,     and    yijunger 

fuhav    of     Surgeon     Lieut.-Col.    Codd,    Ro\'al     Canadian 

)rai.'oons  of  this  city.      Mr.  Codd  came  t(j  the  Northwest  in  the 
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year  1868,  with  Surveyor  J.  A.  Snow,  who  under  the  (lirtctinii 
of  Surveyor-General  Col.  Dennis,  entered  upon  the  work  ut'i 
opening  up  the  Dawson  Route,  between  Lake  Superior  and  tin 
Red  River  settlement.     He  had  to  experience  many  hartlships 
and  trials  in  the  commencement  of  the  Red  River  Relullion 
The   work   on  the  Dawson  Route  had    to  be  discontinued 
owing  to  the  out-cry  of  settlers  at  surveying  parties  enterini: 
the  country  before  definite  arrangements  had  been  made  with  | 
the  Dominion  Government,  and  the  party  suffered  a  tenihle 
experience  in  having  to  return  to  Ottawa  via  St.  Paul  l)ydogJ 
train  and  with  snowshoes.    He  shortly  afterwards  was  appoin- 
ted a  draughtsman  at  Ottawa  in  the  Depai  tment  of  Interior. 
In  1872  was  sent  to  Winnipeg  to  adjust  the  half-breed  land 
grant,  and  in  1873  was  appointed  Land  Commissioner,  which! 
position  he  held  until  1881,  when  his  health  compelled  him  tol 
relinquish    his    responsible    duties.     After    resigning    froinj 
this    position,     he     confined    himself    much  to    his    homel 
and,  being   endowed    with    remarkable  mechanical   al)ilities| 
he  occupied  his  time  to  a  great  extent  in  constructing  differentj 
mechanical  instruments  and  machines     Among  others,  a  motor 
plow,  a  postage  stamping  machine,  a  mercurial  barometer,  i 
prairie  fire-extinguisher,  and  a  railway  electric  loconiotiveJ 
but  none  of  these  he  could  complete  or  patent  for  the  wautj 
of  sufficient  mcmey.     He  was  of  a  quiet,  reserved  disposition j 
to  others,  a  good  book  reader,  especially  on  scientific  and  kind 
religious  subjects,  and  was  a  devoted  christian.     His  deceastJ 
heart   carried   other   complications,  and   after   a   few  weeki 
patient  suffering  he  passed  away  peaceably  to  his  future  hmi 
at  the  age  of  52  years,  leaving  a  widow,  three  childr.  n  aii(| 
many  relations  and  friends  to  mourn  his  loss.

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Report  of  Library  Committee. 

Your  Library  Conimittt'o  begs  to  report  that  during  the 
year  the  work  of  cataloguing  the  Society's  cjllectioti  of 
North-west  and  Reference  Books  on  the  Dewey  system  was 
completed  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  E.  Darby.  A  some- 
fthat  detailed  account  of  this  system  was  given  in  last  year's 
report,  and  it  is  therefore  not  necessary  to  say  anything 
fiirtlier  about  it,  except  that  its  excellences  have  been 
recognized  by  the  Public  Library  Board,  and,  that  the  City's 
Library,  as  well  as  that  belonging  to  the  Historical  Society 
bib  been  arranged  according  to  this  method. 

In  the  matter  of  purchasing  books  for  the  Society's 
Lilirary,  a  new  departure  was  made  under  a  resolution  of  the 
jCouiicil,  which  authorized  the  Committee  to  buy  books  for 
the  Historical  Society  Division  although  there  were  already 
copie.s  of  them  in  the  City  Library  division.  In  this  way  a 
Misideraltle  number  of  Historical  and  Anti([uarian  volumes 
kere  adde<l  to  our  shelvts.  For  the  rest,  the  most  of  the 
pib  bought  were  current  publications  relating  to  this 
oiiatry,  such  a«  the  works  of  the  Rev.  John  McDougall,  E. 
Young,  Dr.  McLean,  Gilbert  Parker  and  publications  on  the 
luol  question.  The  total  number  of  bound  volumes  added 
lothe  Library  during  the  year  was  117. 

The  Societies  and  Institutions  hitherto  on  our  li.st  of 
Ischanges  have  continued  to  send  in  their  publications,  and 
|ivo  thereby  added  greatly  t.;  the  interest  and  value  of  the 
Ming  Room  and  Reference  Library.
